The report as to 
the teachers’ election was presented and 
made ready for the meeting next Satur 
day. 

The “water’’ meeting of council, which. 
even at that time had been called, had 
their fate bound up in it. 

The Old Board Today. 

A meeting of the old board has been 
called by President Thomson for ll o’clock 
this morning. It is called for the purpose 
as he says, of finding out “who 
we are and where we are at.” 
“The public and the press are in- 
vited.“ said a member last night. There 
may be some interesting things developed 
at this meeting. 

Mayor Collier stated last night that the 
movement to reduce the board had been 
under way and known to him for about 
two or three days. 

Wasn't that the real purpose of the meet- 
ing?“ he was asked. 

“No, not the real purpose,” he replied. 
“The other matter had to be attended to. 
There is no significance to the movement 
except that the board was too large and 
we thought to cut it down, None of the 
old members were re-elected because we 
did not want to offend half of them by 
leaving them off.

He held a long consulta- 
tion with Councilman Hutchinson in one 
corner and later attempted to convince 
several of the councilmen they had made 
a grievous mistake, for which they would 
have cause to regret. 

By this time several other members had 
come into the room and were eagerly 
inquiring as to what had happened. It did 
not take them long to find out, and they 
went away exceedingly disturbed. 

Several groups of citizens and council 
members congregated about the chamber 
discussing the situation for a while, and 
finally they went out and the great drama 
was at an end. 

Mr. Howard was silent. 

Dr. Stephens seemed to know lots, but 
preferred to keep it to himself. 

Mr. Hutchinson was unapproachable, and 
refused absolutely to talk except about the 
wind and the weather. 

Mr. Peters said he knew nothing about 
the scheme. 

It will be seen, therefore, that none of 
the councilmen will acknowledge they had 
ever intended to fire the board of educa- 
tion or. had anything to do with it. 

Will There Be Other Victims? 

It was learned yesterday afternoon from 
a reliable source that the board of edu- 
cation is not the only body the council in- 
tends to exterminate. To use the expres- 
sion of one councilman, “They just swept 
out the kitchen yesterday and the rest will 
be attended to before long.“ 

The report states that the hospital board 
would follow next and that several others 
would receive their fate in their own par- 
ticular time. Several councilmen were ask- 
ed about this feature, but they refused to 
taik. There is no telling, therefore, just 
hew far the ce combine work will extend. 


TELL HOW THEY 
FEEL ABOUT IT 


Expressions From Members of the 
Exterminated Board—Many of 
Them Feel Outraged at 
Their Unceremonious 
Treatment. 


When the action of council was made 
public the most surprised and astonished 
persons in the city were the members of 
the old board of education. They suddenly 
found themselves out of office, and without 
a minute’s warning. 

Some of the members of the old board 
felt hurt that they should be put out, and 
there seemed to be much subdued feeling 
about the matter. The principal objection 
was to the manner in which they were put 
out of office, and not the fact that they 
were abolished. As one of them expressed 
it, they would have resigned if notice had 
been given, but didn’t like to be kicked out. 

Colonel W. 8. Thomson, president of the 
old board and member of the new board, 
was seen at his office yesterday afternoon. 

“I was astounded,” said Mr. Thomson. 


J could hardly believe it at first, and it ) 


was only after I investigated the report 
that I could realize that it was true.” 

Mr. Thomson would not say whether or 
not he thought the action of council legal 
or not, and didn’t think the old board would 
make any protest. He seemed hurt at the 
matter, and though he would not express 
himself, will probably not be a member of 
the new board. He said he would call a 
meeting of fhe old board this morning to 
find out “who we are and where we are 
at.

Columbia, S. C., May 28.—(Special.)—South 
Carolina college students, police and mili- 
tla came together this afternoon. 

Columbia companies had permission to 
use the college green for annual inspec- 
tion on Wednesday evening. 

They postponed the inspection until this 
afternoon but did rot get a renewal of 
permit. 

The college men had arranged a game of

ccmpanies of the Palmetto regiment, under 


ball for today and held the grounds. 


Colonel Jones, and accompanied by Adiu- 
tant General Watts and staff, came on for 
annual inspection. 

The parties did not interfere till the 
troops were marching off the field, when 
they attempted to cut cross the diamond. 
A hundred students blocked the way. Gen- 
eral Watts ordered them to move, but they 


.-toed ürm. Then he suggested to Colonel 


Jones to charge with a squad. The color- 
guard charged and the etudents knocked 
the colors down. 

Several students were clubbed and the 
soldiers attempted ro further interference. 
The town is greatly stirred tonight over 
the incident. 

The students and townspeople blame Ad- 
jutant General Watts for precipitating the 
riot. He first backed his horse in among 
the boys, and when they closed around 
him, called in a joud voice: 

“I will have these grounds cleared; Colo- 
nel Jones advance your battalion." 

Watts is a very young man and what 
might have been obeyed in an older offi- 
cer, even when the right of possession was 
on their side, was resented by the students. 

When the companies advanced, the color 
guard in front, a student, with a baseball 
bat waving, ran down their front. He was 
seized by policemen and these were imme- 
diately rushed upon by a body of students. 
Bats and clubs rattled for a moment, then 
the policeman used his club, 

Professor Davis ran in with outstretched 
arms, imploring peace, and it now develops 
that a policeman, biinded with a blow, 
struck him in the forehead. This further 
infuriated the students, who beat down the 
officers. 

The militla in the meantime seemed para- 
lyzed. They took no part, and for their 
non-action the police are incensed. 

The president, Dr. James Woodrow, of

At the 
eutset he disclaimed all knowledge of the 
truth of the insinuations and charges 
which have found lodgement in the public 
press. 

But these chases, involving senators and 
members of a senate committee, had been 
made in newspapers of prominence and 
over the signatures of correspondents of 
repute. He had these charges read. One 
was that Senator Smith, of New Jersey, 
had speculated in sugar. Another was that - 
a broker had the senate sugar schedule in 
his hands a day, and more, before it was 
reported to the senate and became public 
property, and the inference, if not the 
direct charge, was that same member of 
the republican sub-committee must have 
given it out. There were other stories of 
the influences brought to bear on the 
tariff makers in the interests of the trust. 

Tillman declared that these charges 
should be investigated, and he went fur- 
ther. He talked of the former investigation 
and said the whole thing should be taken 
up. He disclaimed any politics, but de- 
clared he wanted democrats as well as re- 
publicans investigated—all who fell under 
the ban. 

Aldrich replied for his committee, making 
a strong, straightforward, vigorous denial.

Senator Tillman’s speech was no less 
dramatic in its delivery than sensational in 
its allegations. 

He preceded it by presenting a resolution 
for the appointment of a special committee 
of five senators to investigate charges of 
speculation by senators while the tariff 
bill was before the finance committee. In 
advocating the resolution Mr. Tiliman 
threw aside the usual conventionali‘ies of 
the senate and with a plainness of speech 
seldom heard about the halls of congress 
called on his associates to investigate the 
published charges of senatorial speculation, 
ahd if they were found to be true to purge 
the senate of those who debauched ft. 

The senator had published articles read 
from the desk stating that senators had 
recently made large sums of money in 
speculating in sugar stock and in one in- 
stance the name of a senator was mention- 
ed. Mr. Tiliman socke for nearly an hour. 
every line of his speech being punctuated 
with intense invective.

WANT OF IDENTITY 


Two Men Charged with Being Lynchers 
Turned Out of Jail. 


WITNESS AGAINST THEM KILLED 


Moore and Brittain Arrested in Louis- 
jana Recognized by Hollingshead. 


THE IDENTIFIER IS ALSO ASSASSINATED 


Prisoners Are Apparently Unknown 
by Everyone and Are Given 
Their Liberty. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 28.—(Special.)—A 
strange case of either mistaken identity or 
intimidation came to light here today. 

Four years ago a mob hanged one Chris- 
topher Chambliss, a farmer in Washington 
county. The trouble grew out of political 
or alliance matters. The governor offered 
a reward of $300 for the capture of each of 
the lynchers. 

One Hollingshead, a member of the lynen- 
ing party, turned state’s evidence and con- 
victed a number of the party, who are now 
in the penitentlary. A number, however, 
escaped and left-4he state. 

A few weeks ago the sheriff of Washing- 
ton parish, Loulsiana, notified Sheriff Long, 
of Washington county, Alabama, that he 
thought he had two of the escaped lynch- 
ers, W. J. Moore and William Brittain. He 
sent photographs of each to Sheriff Long 
and about fifty citizens of Washington 
recognized the photographs as those of 
Moore and Brittian. 

Long and Hollingshead went to Loutst- 
ena, brought the prisoners back and jailed 
them, Hollingshead positively identifying 
them as being Moore and Brittain. 

About two days after returning Hollings- 
head was shot to death through a window 
in his dwelling while preparing to retire 
for the night. It was conceded that some 
of the lynchers or their friends killed him. 

Since his assassination no one can be 
found who will identify the prisoners as 
Moore and Brittain and they have been dis- 
charged. 

Sheriff Long today petitioned Governor 
Johnston to repay him the $100 he had 
spent in bringing them back to Alabama 
and the governor has the matter under ad- 
visement. 


RETURNED TO SCENE OF MURDER 


Smiley, Who Slew Gunter at Pleasant 
Hill, Ala., Under Arrest. 

Selma, Ala., May 28.—(Special.)—Today’s 
Mobile train brought to Selma Henry Smi- 
ley, who is wanted for murder at Pleasant 
Hill. . 

Last January Smiley borrowed of Tom 
Gunter five bushels ef corn, which he failed 
to pay bock. Gunter had threatened him 
with prcgécution. 

Thursday last as Gunter was riding horse- 
back through his rarm Smiley came up 
with a double-barrel shotgun and with an 
oath fired the contcnts into the body of 
Gunter, who fell from his horse to the 
ground and expired in a few minutes, 


Smiley fled but was captured near Mo- 


bile and is now on his way back to the 
scene of his crime. 


JONES’S SLAYERS ACQUITTED. 


Men Who Killed a Moonshiner Show 


They Were Justified. 

Raleigh, N. C., May 28.—(Special.)—The 
trial in the federal court today of the case 
against United States Deputy Marshal 
J. C. Parrish, and his posse, Jack Sesarge, 
Henry Prevatt, R. R. Hobbs and Joe Bul- 
lard, charged with murdering Barnum 
Jones, a noted moonshiner and outlaw, 
attracted quite a crowd but soon ended, 
as there was no evidence to show any- 
thing save self-defense. 

Both Judge Purnell and State Solicitor 
Pou said there was no case. 

Jones's widow and her young daughters, 
Birdie and Cora, were witnesses for the 
state, but they did not see the shooting— 
only the smoke. It was shown that the 
posse had agreed not to shoot Jones unless 
he attempted to fire. He shot two men, 
Parrish and Turbeville, the latter of South 
Carolina, before he was shot.

SIX PASSENGERS ARE SERIOUSLY

A Train Hand Left a Switch Open for 
the Passenger To Go by the 
Freight. 


Glennwood Springs, Colo., May 28.—An 
extra freight on the Denver and Rio Grande 
railroad going west ran upon the Cabansa 
siding at 7:30 o’clock to allow a passenger, 
the Atlantic express, to pass. The switch 
was left open. 

The first section of No. 4 ran into the 
open switch, derailing the engine, mail and 
baggage coaches and one passenger coach. 
Engineer John West and Fireman Danny 
Donnohoy were instantly killed. 

Passengers were badly bruised and 
shaken up. Some had to be rescued through 
holes cut in the coaches. Some were cut 
with glass and badly scratched, but it is 
thought that none are seriously injured. 

All the passengers of the wrecked sec- 
tion were brought on the second section 
to Glenwood.

All the blame for the accident seems to 
attach to the brakeman of the freight 
train, who left the switch open.

He remained in his en- 
gine, and but for his prompt gction in the 
last moment of his life probably many 
more might have been numbered among 
the dead. 


“TOOK 12 GRAINS OF MORPHINE. 
| Well-Known Hotel Clerk Commits Sui- 


cide in Gadsden. 

Gadsden, Ala., May 28:—(Special.)—Wil- 
liam H. Cramer, a well-known man about 
town, committed suicide today by taking 
morphine. Early in the morning he pur- 
chased twelve grains of the drug and went 
to the home of a Mrs. Cole. 

He asked the weman if he could not come. 
in and lay down. 

She refused to let him in, but he pushed 
her aside and laid down upon the bed. Mrs. 
Cole paid little attenticn to him after- 
wards except to give him water to take 
some medicine. 

At 3 o’clock she heard him fall from the 
bed and went in to assist him up. He was 
then in a stupor and she sent for the doc- 
tor. 

Cramer died at 7:30 o’clock tonight. He 
came here from Chattanooga several weeks 
ago looking for work, and failing to secure 
it, he grew despondent. 

To a local newspaper man a week ago 
he stated that his life had been a failure; 
that suicde was his only relief and out- 
lined the manner in which he would end 
his life.

Cramer was one of the best known hotel 
clerks in the south. He was connected 
with the Read house in Chattanooga when 
it first opened, and lately had been .with 
the Merchants and Stanton hotels in this 
city.

Dr. Cathoun said that he felt relieved 
to be out of public office. He had wantea 
to resign for a long time, but his love 
for any work that was to the good of the 
city impelled him to remain in the boara. 
He would have quit, however, had he not 
thought it looked too much like shirking 
his duty. He did not regret the mere fact 
that he had been fired from the boara 
with his brother officers, but he did feel 
that the members of the board had not 
been treated just right. He said that he 
stood aghast at the action of council, ana 
was much humiliated at the way he had 
been treated. . 

Had Served Twenty-Three Years, 

Captain R. J. Lowry, the oldest member 
of the board of education, laughed heart!- 
ly when asked what he thought of the 
action of council in abolishing the boara. 
He thought the action of a most surpris- 
ing nature. Captain Lowry said that he 
had served as one of the board longer 
than any one else, and that during the en- 
tire term of his service he had not had a 
relative in a school position.

“If any man had been influenced in the 
manner charged, the senator asserted, 
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methods pursued by the American Sugar 
Refining Company, better known es the 
sugar trust, in controlling legislation in its 
favor at the present time. Especlally 
whether it has in any wise contributed to, 
or controlled the election of a senator in 
this body at any time.“ 
3 Tillman Makes a Statement. 
Mr. Frye, who was in the chair, owing 
to the absence of Vice President Hobart, 
promptly ruled that the resolution should 
go to the committee on contingent expen- 
ses. But Mr. Tillman was not to be stop- 


ped. 

He asked consent to make a statement 
on the resolution, and this being granted, 
the South Carolina senator began a speech 
which proved to be one of the most sen- 
sational the senate has heard in recent 
years. 

Mr. Tillman spoke with his characteris- 
tic vigor of voice, which fairly rang 
through the chamber and corridors, adding 
expressive gestures to his utterances.

If these reports are slan- 
ders, then the press galleries should be 
purged. We cannot afford to lay back on 
our dignity any longer and say we will not 
investigate. 

Both parties were face to face with this 
scandal. he said. It would be recalled, he 
said, that it was charged that President 
Cleveland met the sugar magnates and dis- 
cussed the details of the schedule of the 
now pending tariff bill. There was nothing 
to fasten that “damning accusation on the 
president,“ Mr. Tillman said, but Senator 
Jones, of Arkansas, had recently furnished 
evidence to the effect that the president told 
him the trust should have a quarter of a 
cent per pound. 

Where Sugar Schedules Are Made. 

Mr. Jones quickly arose at thie reference 
to him.

DEFENDANT’S ATTORNEYS MOVE

case. moved that the judge order an ac- 


quittal for three reasons, viz.: 

That the question Mr. Sealres re- 
fused to answer were irrelevant to the 
inquiry; that they were individual, and 
that even if they were authorized by the 
senate resolution the senate did not pos- 
sess jurisdiction. 

The motion was argued at length by the 
counsel on both sides, after which the 
court adjourned until Tuesday, when 
Judge Bradley will deliver his ruling. 

A very strong impression exists that 
the judge will sustain the motion and 
throw the case out of court.

Tillman Charges in Relation to Sugar

Washington, May 2.—Senator Jones, of 
Nevada, chairman of the committee on

ARMED CITIZENS CUT THE EMBANKMENT 


Four Hundred Families Are Without 
the Necessities of Life and Na- 
tional Aid Is Asked. 


El Paso, Tex., May 28.—Over 500 homeless 
families or 2,000 people were on the streets 
of El Paso this morning searching for shel- 
ter. Their furniture, clothing, etc., were 
piled up all along the principal thorough- 
fares of the city. Last night the water 
continued to rise. 

After 11 o'clock last night the flood swept 
over six more blocks. The waters were full 
of struggling teams hauling out property 
from the flooded houses. 

The Texas and Pacific railroad had 
thrown up a dyke to protect its track near 
the roundhouse and this backed the water 
up over the Gan Tonio street, flooding a 
number of houses and threatening to cross 


the street and flood hundreds of the pret- 


tlest residences in the city. 

Six prominent citizens residjng in the 
vicinity, headed by Collector of Custems 
Captain Davis, armed themselves with 
winchesters and crossing over the railroad 
levee, cut the dyke, letting the backwater 
out. 

At least 400 out of 520 familles whose 
homes are under water are without the 
necessities of life. This morning the city 
council held a meeting authorising the 
mayor to wire the Texas senators and 
representatives in congress to secure an 
appropriation of $10,000 for the relief of the 
flood victims. The war department has 
also been appealed to for more tents.

Recorder Calhoun might have gone 
much farther than he did in the case of 
the man Hoskins, who was arrested for 
disorderly conduct and obstructing the 
streets. It is not intolerance that sug- 
gests exemplary punishment in such 
cases. Liberty does not mean license, 
and the right of free speech does not 
involve the right to deliver blasphemous 
harrangues on the streets and din un- 
Christian and infidel views into the ears 
of those who do not desire to hear them. 

There is no room in Atlanta nor in 
any other Christian city for men of 
Hoskins’s stripe, who desire to use the 
public thoroughfares as platforms from 
which to advertise blasphemy. Even if 
individuals had the right to deliver har- 
rangues in the public streets, they have 
no right to offend the moral and reli- 
gious sentiments of the community. by 
expounding views and uttering opinions 
that Christians regard as sacriligious. If 
Hoskins or any other person of his stripe 
desires to attack Christianity or the 
Bible, let him hire a hall, as Bob Inger- 
soll does. He will then be free to say 
what he pleases, solong as his ideas are 
conveyed in decent language. Those who 
do not desire to hear him can stay away, 
or leave the hall, and thus rid them- 
‘selves of the offensive chatter. On the 
other hand, those who are curious or 
sympathetic have the privilege of re- 
‘maining and taking on as heavy a load 
of blasphemy as they can carry. 

In brief, no man has a right to thrust 
unwelcome views on the public at large 
by harranguing the people on the streets.

Governor Atkinson is in receipt of a let- 
ter from Chancellor W. E. Boggs in which 
he tells of the programme now in course of 
preparation.

Other ad- 
ditions will be made to the programme and 
the exercises will be made the most elabo- 
rate that Athens has ever seen.

Governor Atkinson and his party re- 
turned yesterday from Mississippi, where 
the governor went for the purpose of in- 
specting the convict system of that state. 

The goverrpor states that while he was 
in Mississippi he was greatly reminded of 
Georgia on account of the very hospitable 
manner in which he was received and the 
great pains the people took to make him 
feel at home.

The convict camps were inspected by the 
governor. and he found in them no great 
improvement over the conditions of the 
convicts in Georgia.

Some 
of them work farms on shares and others 
are rented out. 

One thing that struck Principal Keerer 
of the Penitentiary Turner very forcibly 
was the fact that in some camps trusties 
were placed in charge of squads of con- 
victs. This has never been done in Geor- 
gia, and it was the first time Judge Turner 
had seen it tried. 

Governor Atkinson will continue his tour 
of investigation. Before he concludes his 
work he will visit one or two northern 
states, and will then be prepared to file a 
summary of his trip with the legislature at 
its next meeting.

The petition of Receiver Julius L. Brown, 
of the Georgia Mining, Manufacturing and 
Investment Company, asking that the su- 
perior court modify the terms of the order 
granted on May Eth in regard to the pay- 
ment of receiver’s certificates, was yester- 
day refused by Judge Lumpkin after the 
question had been argued before him at 
length in chambers. 

As a result of the order the receiver 
states that in all probability he will be 
compelled to shut down the mines and 
close all operations until the day of sale— 
June th. . 

The modification which was asked for 
by the receiver was that the court allow 
him to prefer payment of recelver’s cer- 
tificates. Receiver Brown claimed this was 
actually necessary in order to secure credit 
in the furnishing of supplies for the guards 
and cénvicts and other employees of the 
company. He stated to the court that if 
the certificates were not paid as promised 
before the order was granted many of the 
expert miners and machinists would leave 
the mines and this would probably result 
in a strike, something which would bring 
disaster and collapse to the property. 

Objections were filed to the petition of 
the receiver. Judge John W. Akin, of Car- 
tersville, and Captain Clifford L. Anderson, 
of Atlanta, both representing a number of 
creditors and certificates, took the position 
that the preferment of the certificates 
would violate all principles of a court of 
equity and would, in a measure, cause 
many holders to become alarmed, and, to 
say the least, greatly dissatisfied. 

The position of the receiver was very 
plainly stated. He said that he would have 
to either prefer the certificates, as had been 
suggested in his petition, or he would have 
to shut down the mines and cease opera- 
tions, for he contended that the present 
income arising from the operations was 
not sufficient to pay the payrolls and keep 
up the expense accounts. 

After the argument was entered into by 
both sides the following decision was 
handed down yesterday morning by Judge 
Lumpkin: 


“The application of the receiver for a 
modification of the former order of the 
court dated May 17, 1897, and the objections 
thereto made by counsel for various cer- 
tificate holders and creditors having been 
heard and consid it is ordered that 
the sald application be, and it is, dented. 

In that order it was stated, among 
other things, that as to certificates issued 
or debts incurred by the receiver, the court 
declined to authorize any discrimination 
or inequality of payment, as then asked. 

do not think it would be proper to do so 


now. 

In said order it was further provided 
that ‘the receiver may hereafter use the 
ncome which may be received by him, so 
far as it may be necessary, for the ex- 
pense of continuing operations until the 
sale or further order.’ 

If he cannot conduct the business in 
accordance with the terms of that order 
and finds that it will be necessary to cease 
operations, let him notify the court a due 
and reasonable time before such cessation 
becomes necessary. 


Will Operate for the Present. 

“The mines will be operated for the pres- 
ent,“ said Receiver Brown yesterday but 
just how long the operaticn could be car- 
ried on I am not prepared to say.’’ 

The sale of the property, which consists 
of the lease privileges, will be conducted 
by the receiver on June 17th. The upset 
price that has been named is $125,000, $35,000 
of which is to be in cash and the remainder 
in deferred payments. If the upset price 
is not realized, the sale will not be confirm- 
ed by the court under whose direction the 
scale is made, but the sale will be re- 
advertised and the upset price may be 
lowered, if it should appear to the court 
that the amount at present named could 
not be realized.

They Charge That He Is Not a Citizen 
and Also Make Other Charges 
Against Him. 


The people of Jonesboro are mad. That 
quiet and pretty town is rarely disturbed 
by such a thing as a storm of indignation, 
but now the residents are wratkful. 

The cause of this unusual state of feeling 
in the Clayton county town is that the post- 
master general has appointed a pcstmaster 
for Joneshoro who is far from suiting the 
tastes and preferences of the residents of 
that little city. 

Gince the announcement was made that 
G. A. Milner, a republican, had been ap- 
pointed as postmaster fcr Jonesboro, the 
people have talked of nothing else. The 
sentiment against Milner seems to be unan- 
imcus. 

A number of the more active citizens have 
entered a protest with the postoffice depart- 
ment at Washington, that has had the 
effect of temporarily staying the commis- 
sion of the newly-appointed postmaster. 
The protest was sent to Congressman Liv- 
ingston by leading citizens of Jonesboro. 
Mr. Livingston at once filed the protest with 
the postoffice department at Washington. 
As a result (Milner has not yet received his 
commission, although he 6 in mak- 
ing his bond last week and forwarded it to 
the authorities at Washington. 

It is thought by some that Milner will 
never get his commission, but the appoint- 
ment will be rescinded. It is urged against 
Milner that he is not a citizen of Jonesboro, 
and that he resides out of the corporate 
limits of the town and of the delivery pre- 
cincts of the office. 

It is understood that Mr. L. J. Brown has 
had himself sworn in as assistant postmas- 
ter before a justice of the peace. Mr. Milner 
having never been sworn in as postmaster, 
the action of Mr. Brown is looked upon as 
being both premature and ridiculous. The 
people have no personal objection to Mr. 
Brown, but are not in accord with his polit- 
ical views. Mr. Brown will be placed in 
charge of the office when Mr. Milner is 
given his commission, if he ever receives it. 
The residents of the town are hoping that 
a new appointment for postmaster will be 
made.

CAVEATS 


In. Wood Made an Oral Testament 
Which Is Now Denied. 


WAS HER DYING DECLARATION 


Her Statement Was Written Out and 
Filed with the Ordinary. 


THE CASE WiLL COME UP IN A FEW DAYS 


Husband Says His Wife Never In- 
tended Making a Will and He 
Wants It Set Aside. 


The alleged will of Mrs. Florine B. Wood, 
who died early in the spring at her resi- 
dence on South Pryor street, has been at- 
tacked by a caveat which has been filed 
by her husband, Mr. J. R. Wood, who is 
well known in business circles in the city. 

The will of Mrs. Wood is what is known 
in law as a nuncupative will, that is, a 
will which was made orally and afterwards 
reduced to writing by at least three wit- 
nesses. It is shown by the will, which 
Was written at the dictation of three wit- 
nesses, that Mrs. Wood desired that the 
sum of 3500 be expended in the burial ex- 
penses and the erection of a suitable tomb- 
stone at her grave and the grave of her 
son. 

Her personal property was to go to cer- 
tain relatives and the remainder of all the 
property was to be divided among others 
who. are mentioned in the will. At the 
time of her death Mrs. Wood carried a life 
insurance policy of $2,000, and it is out of 
this fund that she made provision for her 
funeral expenses and the division to her 
relatives. She left no realty, everything 
being personal. si 

Several days ago the petition to probate 
the nuncupative will was filed in the court 
of ordinary and yesterday the caveat was 
filed, asking that the will be set aside, as it 
is claimed the will which had been filed, 
purporting to be the will and testament 
of Mrs. Wood, was not her will, as she had 
never desired to leave a will, dying intes- 
tate. 

It is charged in the caveat, which 16 filed 
by her husband, that the oral will, if any 
were made at all, was made when she was 
not of sound mind or memory, and it is 
further shown that the will was signed 
just prior to death, at a time when the 
aes was incapacitated to transact busi- 

ess. 

The caveat to the will was filed’ by At- 
torneys L. B. Austin and T. P. Westmore- 
land, and the hearing will come up in June. 
A nuncupative will is something rather 
unusual, as nearly all wills are s 
sealed and delivered by the testator while 
in life. The witnesses, however, in this 
case eae that Mrs. Wood, just before 
death, called them to her bedside and 
stated the contents of the will. As soon 
as ssible, the statements, which might be 
said were dying declarations, were reduced 
to writing then filed as the law pro- 
vides, in the court of ordinary, for probate. 

The caveat declares that it was never the 
desire or intention of Mrs. Wood to make 
a will, and had this been the case she had 
ample bas) tion A to have made one 
earlier. e caveat states that the — 
ing of the alleged will was done when Mrs. 
Wood could not execute paper, and conse- 
quently it was necessary for the statement 
to be made and the will afterwards written 
out by the witnesses. When the case comes 
up before Judge Hulsey some interesting 
facts will be brought out.

Buying in Anticipation of Covering Which 
May Develop Tomorrow. 


NEXT MONDAY IS A HOLIDAY 


Chicago Gas Was Strong, There Was a 
Rise in Sugar and the Grangers 
Manifested Strength. 


\ New York, May 28.—Today’s market was 

arked by intense dullness throughout al- 
most the whole of the session, during all 
of which the prices were very firmly held, 
eo that the lively demand in a few stocks 
to cover just at the close carried them sub- 
stantially above last night’s close. Doubt- 
less a part of this buying was in anticipa- 
tion of a covering movement which ‘nay 
develop at tomorrow's short session of the 
exchange in view of Monday being a holi- 
day, thus leaving an interval of two days 
before trading shall be resumed. The dull- 
ness of trading is an indication of under- 
lying strength. as there was some favorable 
factors to hamper a rise, and holders pre- 
ferred to hold with confidence. The prin- 
cipal factor in the dullness was an un- 
favorable effect on the speculation, and 
the announcement of the Baltimore and 
Ohio receivers that there would be a de- 
fault in the payments on some of the bonds 
coming due on June ist. This action has 
been anticipated for several days and the 
company’s securities have sold down ac- 
cordingly. But the effect todiy was none 
the less marked both here and in London 
on the Americans, which were entirely neg- 
lected. Some of the selling nere for the 
London account was due to the same cause. 
There was no positive weakness in the 
market. but the weight of the semi-stég- 
nution prevented values from benefiting 
from several favorable influences. One of 
them was the continued weakness of the 
exchange market, and although somewhat 
firmer han yesterday, failed to recover 
sufficiently to induce the expected further 
chipments of gold by tomorrow’s steamer. 
Rut the imports of dry goods for this week 
shows an increase over last week's in 
value of over $200,000, indicating that the 
import movement is again expanding .with 
influence, necessarily, on the exchange. 
Chicago Gus, the leader of the market in 
the voiume of transactions, was quite 
strong on renewed hope of benefits from 
the Illinois legislature, and rose from % 
above last night’s close in the final deal- 
ings. There was a marked disposition to 
cover in the Anthracite Coal dealings, thus 
eliminating what had been a persistent ele- 

ment of weakness in the ~arket. The 
strength manifested by the Grangers, a rise 
in Sugar and the firmness of the Gould 
ehares were influences that heiped to carry 
prices very generally above last night's 
level at the close and to leave substantial 
net gains in a few stocks.

It was generally remark- 
ed that if for no other reason than the 
fact of four consecutive days’ decline, 
there should be some improvement; while 
an advance frequently happens under such 
circumstances, this morning's conditions | 
did not favor the rule. Against the open- 
ing firmness at Liverpool was the absence 
of anything unfavorable to the growing 
crop, and although the signal service of- 
ficially came out with a prediction that 
frost was probable tonight in six of the 
wheat-raising states, the confidence in a 
big crop was undisturbed.

Residents of the County Outside the 
City Limits Protest. 


MR. WASH COLLIER SPOKESMAN 


Says That His Fellow Citizens Think 
They Were Treated Badly: 


DID NOT KNOW OF THE COURTHOUSE DEAL 


They Helped To Buy the Lot and Pay 
for the Building and They Are 
Proud of It. 


The citizens of Fulton county outside At- 
larta’s limits feel aggrieved at the sale of 
the county courthouse to the city. They 
feel that they were treated badly in not 
being consulted. It was made unbe- 
knownst' to them and they do not like 
that. 

A great many citizens of the county nat- 
urally look to Mr. Wash Collier to speak 
for them. Sentiment in the country seems 
to be practically unanimous and when Mr. 
Collier speaks he voices the opinion of a 
large constituency. 

I don't want to make any hard feelings.“ 
eaid Mr. Collier yesterday. I would rather 
not be interviewed, but the truth is the 
country people feel that they have been 
treated badly. I remember when Pethran 
was ordinary the county bought that corn- 
er down at Pryor and Hunter streets for 
a courthouse. A fine building was put up 
on it and the county tax payers paid for it. 
We, the citizens of the county, own the lot 
and the courtuhouse and are proud of it. 
That’s a mighfy fine corner and the country 
people take a pride in it. We feel gratified 
whenever wo go by there and see it, be- 
cause we own an interest init. If you own 
an interest in a piece of property, don’t you 
want to be consulted before it is sold? 
But we were not. We didn’t know a thing 
about it until we read it in The Constitu- 
ton. I don’t want to criticise anybody, 
you know. It would not be any use, I 
euppose, because we are in the minority 
and could be outvoted, perhaps, but still 
we would father have had an opportunity 
to have said whether we approved or dis- 
approved. 

“What do the country people say about 
the proposition? Why they do not want the 
courthouse and the corner sold. We want 
to keep the corner and let the city build 
itself a hall on the lot back of the court- 
house. Why shove us off on the back lot? 
Why not keep our own corner and sell the 
inside lot to the city? If it does not want 
to build there, let it go somewhere else. 
That is the way the country people talk 
about it. They feel that their rights have 
been ignored. Maybe I ought not to say 
#0, because there are some city folks who 
will feel like writing a card to the newspa- 
pers to declare that the country people are 
chronic kickers and do not amount to much, 
anyway. We don't like to get inte a news- 
paper fighf, because these city people are 
mighty smart writers. But we don't Uke 
to see our good property sold away from us 
Property that will always bring a good 
price any time. 

Dome of our people say that the county 
chaingang is not worked with proper con- 
sideration of our interests. There are some 
roads in the county which are traveled day 
and night, but which the convicts never 
touch. The country people have a great 
deal to say about the chaingang, but we 
don't want to make any hard feelings.“

| THESE MURDERERS WAIT. 


NO SPECIAL TERM OF COURT TO 
TRY REYNOLDS AND BROOKS. 


Term of the Superior 
Court. 


The expected special term of court to try 
Grady Reynolds and Bud Brooks for the 
murder of Merchant Hunt, of Jackson 
county, has not been called, and none will 
bo called. 

The two murderers are now in the Fulton 
county jail, awaiting their trials. They 
had thought that they would be tried at 
a special term of court, and had already 
made arrangements to defend themselves 
from the charge. 

The murder to which the two men stand 
confessed as guilty was among the most 
Gastardly and shocking ever committed in 
Georgia. The motive for the crime was 
robbery, and the plot to get Hunt’s money 
and property and then Kill him was without 
its equal in its criminal heartlessness. 

Hunt was a merchant of considerable 
prominence in Jackson county. He had a 
large sum of ready money and a well- 
stocked store. The murderers plotted to in- 
duce the merchant to go out hunting with 
them, and then to kill him. They then in- 
tended to take possession of his property 
on the pretense that they had bought it. 
They carr.ed out their plans so far as the 
killing was concerned. They secured 31, 100 
from fhe dead merchant's pockets and 
made their way to South Carolina. Both 
of them were caught, and on account of 
open threats of lynching, they were 
oOruught here. Both men have confessed 
the horrible crime. 

Now that it has been decided not to hold 
the special term of court to try the mur- 
derers, they will not have to answer for 
their crime before the regular term of 
court is held in August. The friends and 
relatives of the murdered man are the most 
prominent in Jackson county, and they. 
have announced that they would never 
rest until they saw Reynolds and Brooks 
hang for the murder. 


WARRANT WAS DEFECTIVE. 


BUT NEITHER THE JUDGE NOR 
COUNSEL FOUND IT OUT. 


Mrs. Clifford Was Tried Yesterday for 
Cheating and Swindling, but the 
Decision Was Reversed. 


Mrs. Oma S. Clifford was tried yesterday 
afternoon before Justice Foute on the 
charge of being a Common cheat and swin- 
dier. The warrant was sworn out by Mrs. 
J. T. Adair. who keeps a boarding house at 
6% Whitehall street. 

Mrs. Adair swore at the trial yesterday 
that Mrs. Clifford came to board with her 
in February and promised to pay with 
some furniture which she had. Later, it 
is alleged, it was apparently discovered 
that Mrs. Clifford did not own the furni- 
ture, but that it had been bought on the 
installment plan and was still unpaid for. 

After hearing all the evidence in the case 
Justice Foute said that he would take the 
case under advisement and render his de- 
cision at 11 o’clock this morning. There 
was a curious defect in the warrant which 
reither Justice Foute nor the counsel on 
either side noticed. Although Mrs. Adair 
swore yesterday that the offense had been 
committed in February, in the warrant she 
charges that it was committed on Septem- 
ber 1, 1896. 

It is impossible to reconcile these two 
dates and the only explanation is that a 
mistake was made in writing the warrant. 
Mrs. Clifford was tried, however, on a 
Warrant which charged her with commit- 
ting the offense of being a common cheat 
and swindler on September 1, 1896, and the 
evidence which was introduced yesterday 
had no bearing on that case. 


BREISENECK KEEPS PROPERTY. 


Judge Sweat Renders a Decision in the 
Big Brunswick Case. 

Brunswick, Ga. May  28.—(Special.)— 

Judge Sweat today rendered a decision in 


the famous Breiseneck receivership case. 
He remanded Robert Breiseneck’s prop- 
erty back to his management with the 
provision that none of it must be dis- 
posed of out of the jurisdiction of the 
court. 

A suit against his father’s estate is now 
pending with Mrs. E. Breiseneck, admin- 
istratrix, as plaintiff. The suit seeks to 
recover a judgment for $7,500 and all costs 
for alimony now held against her hus- 
band’s estate by Mrs. E. Breiseneck. ” 

Should the suit now pending decide that 
part of Robert Breiseneck’s present hold- 
ings belong to the estate the court will 
award the alimony judgment collectable 
out of the property now in the custody of 
Robert Breiseneck and under the decision 
rendered today.

Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern Does 
Hot Care To Move. 


RIGHT OF WAY GOES BEGGING 


Colonel ‘Wimbish Thinks Roed gel 
Pay a Large Sum. , 


| MARIETTA CITIZENS DISAGREE OVER IT 


They Are Unanimous in Declaring 
That the State’s Concession Is of 
Very Small Value. 


The state is not making much progress 
toward. proving its contention that the 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Norhern onght to 
pay it-a large sum for a right of way up at 
Marietta. Some years ago a legislature au- 
thorized the old Marietta and North Geor- 
gia to occupy a strip fifteen feet wide and 
4,000 feet in length on the outer edge of the 
right of way belonging to the state at Ma- 
rietta. It was provided that the Marietta 
and North Georgia, or its successors, 
should compersate the state therefor, at a 
price commensurate with the value of the 
ground for railroad purposes. 

As a matter of fact, neither the Marietta 
and North Georgia, nor its successor, the 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern, ever oc- 
cupied the strip designated, but instead, 
built its tracks by the Western and Atlan- 
tic's tracks from Elizabeth, the junc- 
tion, down to Depot street in the town. 
The Western and Atlantic occupied only 
à part of the state's right of way. Colo- 
nel Wimbish, the state’s special agent, 
contends that the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern ought to avail itself of the right 
of way which was given, and ought to 
pay the state several thousand dollars. 
Last Monday the arbitrators and the coun- 
sel for the state and the railroad went to 
Marietta to take up ‘the case, looking to 
a settlement. The arbitrators are Mr. Du- 
pont Guerry, of Macon, for the state, and 
Mr. George Brown for the Atlanta, Knox- 
P ville and Northern. They have never 
agreed on a third, and the two of them took 
up the case. A court was organized and 
testimony was taken in the Cobb county 
courthouse, Mr. Wimbish appearing for 
the state and Mr. Alex Smith for the de- 
fendant railroad. 

The railroad people stated that they did 
not want to move. It would cost them 
$3,500 to make the change, and they said 
that their road would be no better off after 
moving than it is now. General Manager 
McWilliams, of the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern, stated that he did not want to 
occupy the state’s strip. 

Twenty witnesses were examined as to 
the value of the fifteen-foot strip. With- 
out exception they were disappointing, 
from the state’s standpoint, as to the value 
of the land. President Boone, of the Mari- 
etta bank; Mr. Brumby, the chair manu- 
facturer; Captain Saxe Anderson, and a 
number of the leading citizens of Marietta, 
testified that the ground was not worth 
over $400 for railroad or other purposes. 
Some said that the state ought to give the 
land to the road, but its represenatives 
declared that théy did not want it. Mr. 
Brumby was asked why he did not con- 
sider the fifteen feet strip as valuable as 
the grounds on which he built his factory, 
and he replied that he could not build a fac- 
tory on the narrow strip, or put it to any 
other commercial purpose. He stated fur- 
ther that the railroad made his property 
valuable, and that if it were to take up the 
tracks which it has on the Western and 
Atlantic right of way, he would have to 
follow the road. 

Mr. Boone testified that if the road were 
his, he would build across the country to 
the Southern railway. rie said that there 
was a level piece of country stretching 
across between Marietta und the old Geor- 
gia Pacific around by the foot of Kenne- 
saw mountain, along which a ratiroad 
could be constructed cheaply. 

All the witnesses were of the opinion 
that the right of way walch the state con- 
tends should be occupied by the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern is of small value. 
The road showed that it does not handle 
more than 10 per cent of its traffic on its 
own track from Elizabeth down to Mari- 
etta, but switches direct to the Western 
and Atlantic at Elizabeth. 

When the railroad announced that ft had 
closed for Marietta, the state announced 
that itd esired to introduc eexpert testimony 
on he ground that the citizens of Marietta 
who bad been examined were not railroad 
men. So another sitting will be held at 
some future date, when raflroad.men will 
be examined to get their views on the value 
of the strip for railroad purposes.

Talks on His Favorite Topic, ‘The 
Snollygoster In Politics.”

He 
said that it would have to be done by be- 
ginning with the children when mother’s 
knee was their altar and have to be in- 
stilled into them as they grew up.

Chamber of Commerce Committee To 


Meet This Morning. 
TO CALL FOR THE MONEY 


Popular Subscriptions Will Be Asked 
for Until All Is Raised. 


PRESIDENT BROWN WAMES HIS COMMITTEE 


This Will Meet Here on June 5th and 
at That Time It Will Be Known 
Whether Fair Will Be Held. 


At a meeting of the state fair committee 
from the chamber of commerce, which will 
be held this morning, some method will 
be devised to secure the bonus required 
by the executive committee of the state 
fair association. 

It is generally conceded that the money 
must come by popular subscriptior and the 
chamber of commerce committee will de- 
termine what is the best method to go 
about it. 

The prospects for holding the fair took 
a brighter turn yesterday morning. Mem- 
bers of the committees representing Atlan- 
ta talked the matter over, and it was the 
universal opinion that the fair could be 
held and operated on a profitable basis. 

Most of the members of the state execu- 
tive committee left for their homes, Presi- 
dent Brown remained and appointed his 
fair committee as follaws: J. C. McBryan, 
A. T. Putnam, Pearce Horne, James Bar- 
rett and George W. Harrison. 

This committee will meet with a joint 
committee from the city of-Atlanta in ten 
days, and at that time it will.be deter- 
mined definitely whether the fair will be 
held. After conferring with the Atlanta 
committee, should it be seen that the bonus 
required by the executive committee was 
too large or not large enough, this sub- 
committee will have the right to change it. 

It is not thought, however, that thé 
amount will be lowered. 

“We could not run a fair on less than 
this amount,” said Captain R. W. Ander- 
son, who was chairman of the sub-commit- 
tee to make the proposition. As to the 
$10,000, this is required to guarantee pre- 
miums and will not have to be paid until 
after the fair. Certainly this amount 
would be secured by the gate receipts, for 
there has never been a fair yet but the 
gate receipts have amounted to something 
like $20,000, 

“As to the $4,500, this will be needed at 
once for operating expenses, and it is a 
minimum amount. No man who has had 
experience with fairs or expositions can 
say that this figure is too large. We will 
need every cent of this money to get the 
fair on its feet. I believe that nearly 
twice the amount the executive committee 
asks for will be realized by the enterprise. 
It will prove a paying investment.“ 

What President Brown Says. 

President J. Pope Brown seems to think 
that Atlanta should have grabbed at the 
opportunity. He, with other members of 
the committee, believes that the offer was a 
liberal one and thinks that the proceeds of 
the fair will far exceed the amount asked 
for as a bonus, 

“I do not want it to appear that the 
State Agricultural Society is looking for 
a place in which to hold the fair, said 
President Brown. “We are independent, 
and while I would like to see a fair held 
and believe that one could be held this year 
to good advantage in Atlanta we are not 
searching for a place. We went over the 
grounds yesterday afternoon and were very 
much pleased. I think that the fair can be 
operated at a nominal expense and that it 
will be found that the figure we name is 
low when the concession and all other 
features are considered.’’ 

President Brown will return on June 56th, 
on which day the fair committee will meet, 
and at which time ft will be known whether 
or not the fair can be held. 

The Committee To Meet. 

Chairman J. E. Hickey, of the chamber 
of commerce committee, wished to hold a 
meeting of his committee yesterday af ter- 
noon, but this was postponed until this 
morning, at 10 o'clock. 

The committee will discuss the best meth- 
od of raising the money necessary for op- 
erating expenses. 

“I have talked to quite a number of 
merchants,“ said Chairman Hickey yes- 
terday, and I ‘believe that we will have no 
trouble in getting the amount required. We 
will have to depend upon the retail dealers 
mainly for subscriptions. The wholesale 
men will hold off but I believe that with 
the help of the railroads and the merchants 
we can get enough to meet the amount re- 
quired by the executive committee.“ 

What Mayor Collier Thinks. 

Mayor Collier was seen yesterday after- 


noon. 

“I believe,“ he said, that the fair can 
be held and will be a paying investment. I 
have not had an opportunity to examine 
into the matter, but from casual observa- 
tion I should say that the fair ought to 
be held. Certainly it would be a poor state 
fair that could not realize $15,000. It seems 
to me that enough should be raised to 
start the fair.” . 

Others Favor It. 

There is a strong popular sentiment to- 
ward holding the state fair, and all mer- 
chants are heartily in favor of it. 

“I know of one firm which has already 
agreed to give 300,“ said Manager George 
Scoville, of the Kimball, yesterday. I have 
$2,000 of the required amount in view, and 
1 don’t believe that there will be the 
slightest difficuity in getting what is want- 
ed. 

Mr. Scoville is strongly in favor of the 
fair, and seems assured that the amount 
will be realized. 

What Mr. Howard Thinks. 

„Jam in favor of the fair,” said Mr. 
George Howard, of the council committee. 
It seems that the amount should be raised 
and 1 believe it can be. I do not believe 


however, that the city can give anything.“ 
The joint committee will be called to meet 


again on June 6th. 


A. Fitton on Water Board. 
IS A WELL KNOWN CITIZEN 


Was Selected by Sixth Ward Represen- 
tatives and Will Be Confirmed at 
Next Meeting of Coun cil, 


Mr. James Allen Morris, one of the most 
prominent. citizens of this city, has been 
selected as the successor of Major John 
A. Fitten, resigned, as a member of the 
board of water commissioners from the 
sixth ward. 

Mr. Morris has only been recently men- 
tioned for the place, his friends are totally 
responsible for his election and it was 
only after some persuasion that he decided 
to accept. He is prominently connected 
with the Equitable Life Insurance Com- 
pany in the Equitable building, and being 
a business man of decided success and 
great experience he will be eminently qual- 
ified for the responsible duties of a public 


servant. 

It has Been the time honored custom in 
the city ‘council for the councilmen and 
alderman from the ward where the va- 
cancy occurs to nominate the new commis- 
sioner for the water board. As Mr. Fitten 
was representing the sixth ward, the duties 
teil on Councilmen Peters and Hutchinson 
ana Alderman Rice, who repfesent that 
section of the city. 

These gentlemen have been carefully con- 
sidering the matter ever since the resigna- 
tion of Major Fitten was announced in 
The Constitution.

HOSKINS HOLDS HIS PEACE. 


THE FREE THINKER IS TEMPO- 
RARILY SILENCED. 


His Future Line of Action Shrouded 
in Mystery—He Will Preach 
Next Sunday. 


Free Thinker Hoskins is doubtless think- 
ing as freely as ever these days, but his 
talk is nothing like as free as it was of 
yore.

Attorney Gowdy, who has 
hitherto been Hoskins’s legal adviser, de- 
nied yesterday morning that such was his 
client’s intention. Hoskins, ne said, had no 
other idea but that of quietly conforming 
to the law and the ruling of the court and 
would cause no more trouble or disturbance 
of any kind.
